The Georgia Railway and Power 
company has notified the city of De- 
catur of its refusal to pay street pav- 
ing charges in that city and has signi- 
fied its intention of relinquishing its 
Decatur franchise in event the city 
is insistent in this mateer. 

This fact was brought to light 
Thursday when officials of the power 
company made public correspondence 
between its president, Preston S. 
Arkwright, and J. S. Looney, city 
manager, and L. J.. Steele, city at- 
torney of Decatur. The correspond- 
ence of President Arkwright declares 
that the power company’s attitude 
with reference to the paving charges 
is dictated by financial disability, 
but it amounts to a virtual ultima- 
tum of cessation of trolley service un- 
less the company is relieved of this 
item of expenditure. 

Seott Candler, mayor of Deestus, 
Thursday night declined to make a 
detailed reply to the power eompany’s 
claims, but he said tersely that he 
did not believe the power company’s 
expressed] desire to relinquish its 
charter was sincere. 

Decatur Mayor’s Statement. 
“I do not think the p com- 


”~ 


pany wants to give up its Decatur 


franchise,” he said. “I do not think 
the company will do it, and I do not 
ink it could do so if it really wanted 


to. That is all I have to say at this 
time.” 

City Attorney Steele refused to com- 
ment on the situation, stating that 
this was a matter only for official 
action of the board of city commis- 
sioners. 

In letters to Mr. Steele under re- 
cent date, Mr. Arkwright states that 
“if some way can be found not te 
enforce this paving charge against us, 
of course we would prefer not to sur- 
render the franchise, if it can be 
avoided.” 

Confiscation Rate. . 

“It’s a little more than I think 
the people of Decatur ought to ex- 
pect of us—to furnish electric rail- 
way service at a grossly inadequate 
fare, and then to have to pave the 
streets of the town besides,” Mr. Ark- 
wright added in a later letter. “This 
is certainly not a szood thing for 


us and in the long run I don't 
think it is a good thing for Decatur. 
In any, event, we can only do what 
we are able to do, and this depends 
exclusively on the earnings of the 
street railway.

Many Important Bills 
Are Still Pending—Ap- 
propriations Measure 
Calls for New Taxes. 


Speaker W. Cecil] Neill, of the house 
of representatives, will draw attention 
of the house when it convenes this 
morning to the fact that one-half of 
the 60-day session is now over, and 
many of the most important 
awaiting consideration have not 
been reached. 

Thursday was the thirtieth day of 
the 60-day biennial session, and it has 
been pointed out by leading members 
that the house has not yet begun con 
sideration of the general appropria- 
tions bill, the general tax act. consti- 
tutional amendment bills included in 
the governor's tax reform program, the 
proposed bond issue plans and other 
proposals for building of the state 
highway system and reform of the 
highway department; the proposed ed- 
ucational bond issue, the state port 
bond bill, and other important matters. 


Bill Now Ready. 


Chairman Fermor Barrett, of the 
appropriations committee, is ready to 
report the genera] appropriations pill 
to the house, it is understood, and 
this measure ma. be reported today. 
This, however, will undoubtedly take 
at least two days of the house’s 
time before it is finally passed and 
sent to the senate. 

The house committee on constitu- 
tional amendments Thursday after- 
noon reported favorably all bills be- 
fore it calling for changes in tax 
wovisions of the state constitution. 

hese bills include proposals for a 
classification and segregation tax, an 
income tax, and other tax methods. 
Other bills reported out propose elim- 
ination of the ad valorem tax for 
state purposes, leaving that field to 
the local taxing units, 
measure provides that the state shall 
never levy either income or inheri- 
tance taxes. 

The committee reported all favor- 
ably. on the understanding that all 
members reserved the right to oppose 
the measures on the floor, but felt 
that measures of such importance 
should be placed before the assembly 


for decision. 

The general appropriations _ bill 
follows closely the recommendations 
of the budget committee, appropriat- 
ing either exactly the amount recom- 
mended for various state institutions 
or approximately the same Georgia 
Tech—as an example—is given an 
annual maintenance fufnd of $18S8,- 
500, which is the same figure the 
budget committee suggested, but more 
than last year when the appropria- 
tion was $165,000. 

Such increases as this, it is pointed 
out, will make it necessary for the 
state to raise at least $1,000,000 more 
in revenue next year than heretofore 
and, with constitutional tax reforms 
impossible of operation fot two years 
even if passed and ratified by the 
people, it will be up to the ways and 
means committee to devise some 
means of raising this essential new 
revenue. 

Whatever plan the committee ap- 
proves, however, will undoubtedly 
cause a long drawn fight on the floor 
of the house—which will mean more 
time gone and important measures,

INCOME TAX BILL 
FAVORED BY VOTE

passage of the three bills given favor- 
the votes. Representative Lawton, of 
(Chatham, chairman, stated that all 
the various measures referred to the 
committee had been given careful 
study, and that the committee had 
met with the Hugh Black committee, 
to get the benefit of its studies. 

A single measure, embodying both a 
segregation and classification tax and 
income tax, was submitted by the 
Black committee, But the subeom- 
mittee, its chairman stated, drew its 
own bills, a measure for each tax. 

The ineome tax bill, a member of 
the committee said, follows substan- 
tially the recommendation of the 
Biack committee. But the segrega- 
tion and classification tax bills car- 
ried some changes. 

Local Taxes Barred. 

The hills given favorable action 
Thursday would not include anything 
other than intangibles, in which it in- 
cludes cash, stocks and bonds, bills 
and accounts receivable, mortgages 
and other evidences of indebtedness 
and other intangibles. No local taxes 
could be imposed on this class of 
property the bills provide. 

These two measures, Mr. Bussey, a 
member of the subcommittee said, met 
with the approval of the governor. 

Representative Bussey’ Ss measure, 
the third acted upon favorably, would 
provide for the gradual retirement of 
the state from ad Valorem taxes.

Yields to Navy 
On Ship Program 


London, July 23.—(/)—The long- 
drawn struggle within the cabinet be- 
tween st-porters of the admiralty 
and the economy party has ended in 
triumph for the admiralty. The deci- 
sion of the cabinet, announced in the 
house of commons by Premier Bald- 
win today, is that four new cruisers 
shall be laid down in the current fi- 
nancial year which terminates the end 
of next March, and after that three 
cruisers yearly during the life of the 
present parliament. 

There will be in addition an annual 
construction of nine destroyers, six 
submarines and other auxiliaries. The 
government party holds that this is a 
compromise and doubtless as com- 
pared with the admiralty’s full de- 
mands, it may be so regarded, for it 
is understood that the full demands 
were for at least five cruisers yearly. 

The Churchill party, however, were 
strenuously opposed to committing 
the courtry to a building program in 
future years, and in this respect the 
prime minister, who was supposed to 
be on the side of economy, has yielded 
to threats of resignation on the part 
of W. Bridgeman, first lord of the 
admiralty, and the sea lords. 

In announcing the decision to the 
house, Premier Baldwin said: “We 
have found it possible, in view of the 
peaceful outlook of the world and the 
absence of any naval antagonism be- 
tween the great powers, to modify 
very largely the proposals for new 
construction which, were enumerated 
two years ago.” 

The last .Baldwin administration 
contemplated a program of eight big 
cruisers. Ramsay MacDonald's ad- 
ministration, which prevented’ this 
from being carried out, was severely 
criticized for’ consenting to the con- 
struction of five cruisers. 

Mr. Baldwin then announced that 
the British government’s naval con- 
struction program — included two 
cruisers to be laid down in October, 
two the following February, and three 
vearly thereafter, totaling four to be 
constructed this fiscal year and four 
next. He added that naturally when- 
ever a new parliament was elected, 
the situation must be reviewed in the 
light of the then existing circum- 
stances, 


Enormous Task 
Faces U.S. Fliers 
In Long Flight 


Honolulu, July 23.—(#)—Enor- 
mity of the task facing the naval 
aviation- service in its proposed ef- 
fort next month to complete a non- 
stop flight of more than 2.000 miles 
with three seaplanes from San Diego 
to San Francisco to Hawaii was 
made manifest in an order issued to- 
day to the U. S. S. Langley, flagship 
of Captain Stanford FE. Moses, com- 
mander of the aircraft squadrons in 
the United States battle fleet. He 
had been designated commander of the 
flight project. 

It will be the longest trans-oceanic 
hop ever attempted. The flight to 
start late in August or early in Sep- 
tember, will follow a mereator course 
from San Diego or San Francisco 
direct to Kahulik, Island of Maui, 
and thence northward to Honolulu 
without stop. ‘The starting point is 
dependent .upon weather conditions, 
visibility and other elements dffect- 
ing aviation. 

"While at sea the ships will fly at 
a normal eeiling of 1,000: feet. 

The planes at all times will keep 
within visual signalling distance of 
each other. In case bad weather 
renders it impracticable to keep to- 
gether, each plane will proceed inde- 
pendently, endeavoring to maintain 
touch with other planes by radio. 

Along the surface of the ocean will 
be stationed several vessels known as 
plain guardships.

By Harrell, of 12th District,

Phillips’ Appointment Is 
Confirmed; Probe of Al- 
leged Lobbying by State 
Employees Predicted. 


An additional development in the 
tax reform fight in the legislature

Senator Harre]l declared Thursday 
night that his measure, while in line 
with ideas ®xprexsed by Senator J. C 
(Collier, chairman of the finance com- 
mittee, is not supported by any 
“bloc” opposed to Governor Walker's 
tax reform program, but is. an in- 
dependent measure which he thinks 
will @olve the taxation problem. 

Senator Harrell has been working 
on the bill for some time, he said 
Thursday night, and he believes he 
has worked the problem out that 
all parties will be satisfied. His plan, 
he helieves, is a tax reform measure 
which will he to the best interests of 
Georgia without overburdening§ the 
people with taxation. 

The measure provides that the gen- 
eral assembly may tax money notes 
and accounts, stocks and bonds not 
tm exceed 10 mills; that the state 
may levy a 5 mill tax, and the county 
a mill tax, while the municipality 
will be allowed to levy no tax on the 
items mentioned. 

“The present

THE CROSSING BILL. 

There is possibly some misun- 
derstanding of the grade-crossing 
bill which passed the house Mon- 
day afternoon. It does not provide, 
as has been erroneously stated, that 
all motor vehicles shall come to a

Use of rouge by imperfect lady 
quite all right, however, from hygienic 
viewpoint, provided the decoration is 
not obvious to the ordinary observer. 
Of course a perfect lady needs no such 
artifice. Mere perfection seems un- 
satisfactory to the badly educated 
taste. Take eyelashes for example: 
tn the perfect state they are about 
one-fourth inch long, plain, straight 
or slightly curved heavy hairs; in the 
movies eyelashes run up to an inch 
long and come in sheaves or bundles 
and are equipped with beads or sink- 
ers to hold them down and are curled 
like pigtails. Beauty is as the mov- 
ies do in the view of the millions of 
dumbbells who squander their -poor 
wages on nostrums which purport to 
make the eyelashes look like that. 

The actual countenance of youth 
and beauty is somewhat pale, with 
only momentary blushes.

Not all rouge is red these days. 
Once the painted one overcomes her 
natural modesty about being painted, 
she does not shrink from bizarre ef- 
fects in purple, mauve, azure or even 
more startling disguises. Most of 
these freak tints are anilin dyes. Cer- 
tain individuals seem to be sensitive 
to the irritating effect of anilin dyes, 
and in such cases severe inflammation 
of the lips or a very obstinate der- 
matitis will oceur from the use of 
rouge containing the anilin dye. 


A woman [ had always considered 
.a perfect lady told me she has been 
wearing disguise for several years, 
and she has found that the most sat- 
isfactory rouge is just beet juice. 
Whether this can be had canned and 
impressively labelled. I do not know, 
but I ean testify it is not so edsy to 
detect. Another young woman says 
she finds a vefv sparing application 
of ordinary petroleum jelly to the lips 
gives a better effect than any rouge. 
This would be about as harmless as 
anything: known. 

A kind of harmless paint for con- 
cealing white patches (leukoderma, ci- 
tiligo, piebald skin) about the face 
or neck has the following formula: - 

Glycerin, one dram. 

Zine oxid and calamin, 
half ounce. 

Water, four ounces. 

Ichthyol, from 5 to 60 drops. to be 
added drop by drop until the desired 
tint, to mateh the normal skin, is 
obtained. The proportion of glycer- 
ine may be increased to two or three 
drams if desired.

THE CROSSING BILL. 

There is possibly some misun- 
derstanding of the grade-trossing 
bill which passed the house Mon- 
day afternoon. It does not provide, 


as has been erroneously stated, that | 


all motor vehicles shall come to a 
full stop before every grade cross- 
ing, but that such vehicles shall 
come to a full stop before all cross- 
ings designated as “dangerous’— 
Such designations to be made by 
the county commissioners, or coun- 
ty commissioner of roads and rey-

Failure to observe the law would 
constitute a misdemeanor, but it is 
expressly stated in the bill that such 
would not constitute evi- 
dence of contributory negligence 
per se in case of suit for recovery 
of damages from railroads. 


The bill is in conformity with,the 
recommendations of the Hoover na- 
tional conference on highway safe- 
ty, and has the indorsement of the 
Atlanta Safety Council, and a great 
majority of the citizens of Georgia.

Use of rouge by imperfect lady 
quite all right, however, from hygienic 
viewpoint, provided the decoration is 
not obvious to the ordinary observer. 
Of course a perfect lady needs no such 
artifice. Mere perfection seems un- 
satisfactory to the badly educated 
taste. Take eyelashes for example: 
tn the perfect state they are about 
one-fourth inch long, plain, straight 
or slightly eurved heavy hairs; in the 
movies eyelashes run up to an inch 
l}ng and come in sheaves or bundles 
and are equipped with beads or sink- 
ers to hold them down and are curled 
like pigtails, Beauty is as the mov- 
ies do in the view of the millions of 
dumbbells who squander their poor 
wages on nostrums which purport to 
make the eyelashes look like that. 

The actual countenance of youth 
and beauty is somewhat pale, with 
ouly momentary blushes. A permanent 
florid flush rather belongs to middle 
age—high blood pressure, over-nour- 
ished, short of breath. 

Rouge is composed of various more 
or less harmless ingredients, such as 
chalk, starch, oxid of zine, carmin, 
anilin dye, safflower and other red 
coloring matters. Lip sticks are made 
of wax, cacao butter and scented lard, 
with the red coloring matter. Li- 
quid lip ronge is usually a_ solution 
of one of the anilin dyes in aleohol. 

Not all rouge is red these days. 
Once the painted one overcomes her 
natural modesty about being painted, 
she does not shrink from bizarre ef- 
fects in purple, mauve, azure or even 
more startling disguises. Most of 
these freak tints are anilin dyes. Cer- 
tnin individuals seem to be sensitive 
to the irritating effect. of anilin dyes, 
and in such eases severe inflammation 
of the lips or a very obstinate der- 
matitis will oceur from the use of 
rouge containing the anilin dye. 


A woman [ had always considered 
told me she has been 
wearing disguise for  seyéral years, 
and she has found that the most sat- 
isfactory rouge is just beet juice. 
Whether this ean be had eanned and 
impressively labelled. I do not know, 
but I ean testify it is not so easy to 
detect. Another young woman says 
she finds a vefy sparing application 
of ordinary petroleum jelly to the lips 
gives a better effect than any rouge. 
This would be about as harmless as 
anything known, 

A kind of harmless paint for con- 
eealing white patches (leukoderma, ci- 
tiligo, piebald skin) about the face 
or neck has the following formula: 

Glycerin, one dram. 

Aine oxid and calamin, of each, 
half ounce. 

Water, four ounces. 

Ichthyol, from 5 to 60 drops, to be 
added drop by drop until the desired 
tint, to match the normal skin, is 
obtained. The proportion of glycer- 
ine may be increased to two or three 
drams if desired.

The British are alarmed again oad 
symptoms of the spread of non-cooper- 
ation in India. New districts hith- 
erto unaffected have,ceased coopera- 
tion with the British Mathorities. And 
in the face of that non-violent, non- 
cooperationist movement mighty Brit- 
ain stands powerless. Some national- 
ists in India even eharge that the 
British authorities try to goad the na- 
tives into rebellion, into something 
of concrete resistance, but the people 
follow Ghandi, who says: “I would 
suffer every humiliation, every tor- 
ture, absolute ostracism, and death it- 
self, to prevent the movement from 
becoming violent or the precursor of 
violence.” This blocks British hope 
of organized uprisings which could be 
suppressed with blood baths similar 
to that Amritsar. Politically, 
Ghandi’s actions and words are dis- 
concerting, but the history of human- 
ity’s spiritual progress can point to 
few pages as noble as these. The 
moral value of such an-action is in- 
comparable. “Our object,” says the 
Mahatma, friendship with the 
whole world. Non violence has come 
to men and it will remain. — 
the annunciation of peace on e 
The soul of the Oriental peoples has 
been stirred in its deepest fibers by 
the messages from Ghandi and its vi- 
brations are felt over the whole world. 
Against spiritual grandeur even ma- 
chine guns and cannons can avail 
nothing. nay nor lies about anarchism 
and bolshevik propaganda.

French Disasters. 


Germany is benefiting by the Riff 
war to the extent that the French 
divisions are-leaving one by one for 
Moroceo.. As most of the occupying 
troops belonged to colonial colored reg- 
iments the great provocation against 
which the Germans have protested 
time and again comes at last to 
an “end. The troops are not leaving 
a day too éarly if France thinks to 
maintain her prestige on the Afri- 
can continent. In fact, they may he 
too late already as Abd-el-Krim’s out- 
posts are nearing Fez, capital of Mo- 
rocco. (If . Fez falls the rebellion 
against French rule will spread to 
hitherto unaffected tribes and the Ital- 
ians may be next on the program to 
retain power in Africa. Despite hectic 
press discussions the NRtiff war re- 
mains unpopular in France. The gov- 
ernment not even dares to propose 


ng detachments of white con- 
ripts to the front. In the mean- 
time as casualty reports come 
the pacifist agitation grows. Only

Professor John Scopes, who has been 
found guilty in Tennessee, will escape 
with a fine. This,of course, ought 
not to frighten any champion of free 
thought and free investigation. Thou- 
sands have paid with their lives for 
freedom of conscience and they did not 
advance any raitcal doctrine either. 
And what’s more, Scopes has many 
thousands of friends, influential 
friends, who will see to his fu- 
ture. Compare his case with that 
of Anneke Kats, an_ obscure lit- 
tle Flemish woman, who was brought 
before a high church tribunal in the 
16th century. THler case is but one of 
the many tragedies of that time. 
That little woman stood alone before 
learned theologians and sarcastic law- 
yers. Not a voice was lifted in her 
defense. A document written in the 
quaint language of that time given 
her questions and answers. She was 
accused of Mennonite heresy. Ane 
was outspoken in her beliefs. “What 
do you think,” asked the chief inquisi- 
tor, “of holy oil?” “Holy oil.” said 
Anneke, “is good to wipe your leather 
boots therewith and save them from 
the water or else put in on a salad.” 


The learned prosecutors didn’t need 


any more. Anneke was buried alive 
and children were told to dance on her 
grave. Scopes will escape sucha 
fate, though Mr. Mencken may fare 
worse if he persists in throwing epi- 
thets at the ‘Tennesseans.

Harbin, Manchuria, July 23.—() 
While assisting the inhabitants of a 
village near his ranch on the Sungari 
river to repulse an attack of brigands 
on July 20, Morgan Palmer, a na- 
tive of the state of New York, but 
long a resident of the Far East, was 
killed. 

A friend of Mr. Palmer, Dr. Har- 
very J. Howard, a specialist in eye 
diseases attached to the Rockefeller 
hospital at Pekin, who was visiting 
the ranch, was taken prisoner. by the 
brigands, and since then no trace of 
him has been found. It is suppesed 
that Dr. Howard also was engaged 
in repelling the attack. 

Mr. Palmer’s mother, Dr. Howard's 
son and Harold Baldwin, formerly of 
Derby, Conn., and his wife and child 
escaped. 

The body of the murdered Ameri- 
can was buried Tuesday night in ac- 
cordance with his mother’s wishes. 
Mrs. Palmer at present is being cared 
for by an American customs officer 
at Fuching Hsien, not far from the 
ranch. 

Couriers have been sent out in 
search of Dr. Howard, but have not 
vet. reported back. The danger of 
further outrages of the same nature 
is not past, and measures are being 
taken as far as possible to protect 
other foreigners living in this district.

TRADER TELLS TALE

IN SASKATCHEW AN 


Prince Albert, Saka., July 25.—(/) 
A tale of cannibalism in the far 
reaches of Saskatchewan, north of 
Fond du Lac, brought about by one 
of the worst: famines in years, was 
told by H. C. Twiggs, manager of a 
trading company post, who arrived

Twiggs said provincial police were 
investigating the report of an old In- 
dian hunter that Eskimos, driven to 
desperation by hunger, killed and ate 
a man, woman and child of a Chippe- 
waian Indian tribe last winter.

Target in Test 
With Shenandoah 


Norfolk, Va.. July 23.—Though de- 
tails of the experiments were not 
known in naval circles here and all 
messages concerning the maneuvers 
between the ships participating and 
the navy department at Washington 
were handled in code, a hasty exam- 
ination of the target dropped at the 
naval base here this afternoon by 
the dirigible Shenandoah, indicated 
the anti-aircraft gunners of the bat- 
tleship Texas had met with a degree 
of success in firing tests held off the 
Virginia’ capes today. 

The target, 50 feet long and rep- 
resenting a miniature dirigible, which 
had been towed over the Texas by 
the Shenandoah flying at an altitude 
of about 5.000 feet, was gathered up 
hastily after it was dropped at the 
base a few minutes after 5 o’clock 
and rushed off in an automobile to 
the ordnance department and locked 
up. A hasty examination by those 
who retrieved it after the Shenandoah 
circling over the base from her return 
to sea, had dropped it, showed, how- 
ever, a dozen or more holes appar- 
ently torn by fragments of bursting 
shells. The- holes were small, resem- 
bling triangular shaped snags, and 
were of varying sizes. 

On board the Texas during the tests 
were Assistant Secretary of the Navy 
Robinson. Rear Admiral W. A.‘ Mof- 
fett, chief of the naval air service, 
and Rear Admiral C. F. Hughes. 
They acted as official observers, it 
was said, and would submit an offi- 
cial report to the navy department 
which navy men here say may have 
considerable bearing on the contro- 
versy that has waged for months on 
the value of aircraft in attacking 
warships, and anti-aircraft defenses.

Sealing Crop Indicated : 
By U. S. Cotton Report

Washington, July 23.—(/)—This 
year’s cotton crop, which early gave 


indication of being ene of the largest 
ever grown, declined during the three 
weeks ending July 16 to the extent 
of 751,000 bales. In its second fore- 
cast of the season today the depart- 
ment of agriculture Announced the in- 
dicated crop to be 13,588,000 equiva- 
lent 500-pound bales. 

The forecast was based on the con- 
dition of the crop on July 16, which 
was 70.4 per cent of a normal, indi- 
cating an acre yield of 140.0 pounds 
The June 25 condition this year was 
79.9, indicating an acre yield of 
147.7 pounds, while last year’s July 
16 condition was 68.5 and the final 
acre yield 157.4 pounds. 

Condition by States. 

The condition of the crop on July 
16 and the indicated yield per acre 
by states follow: 

Virginia, condition 76 per cent and 
indicated acre yield 241 pounds; 
North Carolina, 77 and 236; South 
Carolina, 71 and 152; Georgia, 74 
and 126; Florida, S82 and 98; Mis- 
souri, SO and 254; Tennessee, 79 and 
178; Alabama, 78 and 140; Missis- 
sippi, 88 and 179; Louisiana, 76 and 
137; Texas, 56 and 101: Oklahoma, 
76 and<150; Arkansas, 85 and 190; 
New Mexico, 82 and 213; Arizona, 
94 and 263; California, 92 and 265. 

All others states, 79 and 164. 

The area in cultivation June 
was 46,448.000 ceres. 

Texas Suffers. 

“Most of the decline in prospective 
production took place in Texas and 
Oklahoma and was caused by contin- 
ued extreme dry weather and high 
temperatures,” the crop reporting 
board said in commenting. on the re- 
port. ‘The important central and 
southern portions of Texas have suf- 
fered extreme injury. In the drought- 
stricken counties of the south center 
the cotton has received but little bene- 
fit from scattered showers and much 
of it has died. 

“With a good general rain over the 
region which last year produced 1,860,- 
0OO bales and whose condition ave- 
rages below 50 per cent, it could: im- 
prove rapidly; however, a lavge per- 
centage of the area is bare 6f plants 
and beyond power to respond. Of the 
62 counties whose condition lies be- 
low 50 per cent, there are 28 below 30 
per cent, these having produced 861,- 
WOO bales in 1924. Conditions in the 
remaining districts of Texas are bet- 
ter, averaging above 70 per cent. 

“In Oklahoma conditions have been 
very unfavorable to the growing of 
cotton since June 25. 

“In the Piedmont sections of North 
Carolina, South Carolina and north 
Georgia drought has been holding the 
crop in check, but in, the other por-. 
tions of these stateS the outlook is 
generally favorable. 

“In Alabama and _ Mississippi 
weather conditions genevally have fa- 
vored the growth of the crop, and with 
the exception of a few local areas the 
crop is blooming and fruiting. well. 
Weevil infestation here is quite spotty 
and increasing somewhat, though it is 
not vet serious.

Berlin, July 23.—()—tThe reich- 
stag by a vote of 235 to 156 today 
registered its approval of the Luther 
government’s foreign policies, especial- 
lv with reference to its attitude on a 
security pact. 

Opposition to the government came 
only from the ranks of the socialists, 
communists and Ludendorft’s fascist 
party. The socialists based their re- 
fusal to support the motion presented 
by the coalition parties on the ground 
that the nationalists, who are repre- 
sented in the government, have: con- 
tinued their opposition to Germany's 
entering the league of nations, The 
vote today was received as a complete 
victory for Chancellor Luther and his 
ministry, and, incidentally, as a vin- 
dication of Dr. Luther Stressemann, 
the foreign minister, who for the past 
month has been a target for attacks 
in various party camps because of his 
security pact program. 

Closing the debate, Dr. Luther em- 
phasized that both the reichstag and a
